Marshall Says Free Sugar is 


Not Likely to Lower 


Retail Pric* 


THE UNDERWOOD BILL 


Washington, May 20.—Vice President 


Mil-shall yesterday gave his first cx- 
prte»ion on the Underwood tariff bill 
which 'is pending in congress nnd which 
ceenut likely to go through the senate 
without a material amendment. He ad- 
vanced some positive and interesting 
view* in reference to free wool and free 
sugar and paid a high tribute to Repre- 
sentative Underwood. He declared that 
while admitting sugar free of 'duty may 
not materially reduce the retail price of 
the commodity it will be an important 
move toward curbing the'sugar trust. 


"Charges have freely been made." the 


vice president asserted, "that the record 
discloses in the case of the United 
States 'against the American Sugar Re- 
fining company that the sugar trust dis- 
courages the beet sugar industry, but 
•when it can't prevent the erection of a 
factory, it "proceeds to take stock in it. 


May Break Trust. 


"Hotr true this is T don't know, but T 


know it to be a'fact that the price of 
•ugar has not increased materially un- 
der the tariff since the free trade prn- 
vi»ion of 
the McKinley " bill and 
this 


leads me to believe that the only benefit 
to be derived from free sugar will be 
opening up competition to break n. trust. 


'•When the McKinley bill providing for 


Ifree sugar went into effect sugar drop- 
ped to an average of S4.!>fl por 100 dur- 
ing the period I'MIl to 18!)r>. The 'duty 
•Was re-established and the price has ad- 
vanced very little fince. 
It se^ms to 


»n* that ' this discloses that the real 
benefit the. people will derive from ad- 
mitting the commodity free will not be 
•o much the lessened price as the in- 
creased manufacture. 


"The only other seriously disputed 


•chednle. of the bill'is free wool, yet all 
the people with whom I nave talked 
frankly admit the scarcity of wool in 
this and other countries and 'that the 
price would not be lessened to the farm- 
er. They pointed out that somn future 
time more wool 'may be grown which 
•will result in a lower price. One gen- 
tleman said to me recently. 'What will 
we do if we grow so much wool that 
W* can't sell it?' 


Will Get Better Clothes. 


"I answered that the average man who 


Iruys ordinary clothing will not object 
to the manufacturer putting wool in- 
•tead of shoddy Into'cloth, at tho sum* 
time strengthening the wearing power 
of clothing. 


"The controvemy over the TTnderwood 


bill," 'the vice president continued, "is 
more a »c«rc than a reality. There is 
no abler man In American politics than 
Representative Underwood and he would 
bo unwilling to 'drive his party to de- 
feat or his country into a. panic, by an 
Unjust tariff law. Rut ho is courageous 
enough to present a 'just bill, and has 


- faith to believe, that President Wilson 


and his administration will see to it 
that a'panic is not voluntarily created."

HUMAN LIFE IN TOLL 


During the second week of May there 


were II!) fires and n loss of $20(>,tl40 in 
Indinnn, according to the estimate' uf 
\V. K. Longley. slnte firn marshal. 


The fire min'shnl's estimate is bused 
n informntion 
v.-hich is not regarded 


ns complete or oMicinl. but. it serves to 
give some iden ot the steady nnd over- 
whelming loss by fire—much of which 
can be prevented by proper care, and 
safeguards. 


In addition to the flnnnci.ll losses 


during the second week of Mny, human 
life wns added to tho toll. One young 
man met denth in a burning house. 
Three others died as the result of burns 
received when 
clothing 
took fire at- 


kitchen stoves. 


The first week in May showed 81 fires 


and a loss of $41fi,9.10, an average of 
about {5.000 for each fire. During the 
second week there were more fires, but 
a smaller total loss, the average loss 
for each fire being ?1,750. 


Combining the figures for the first 


two weeks in May, it becomes apparent 
that in fourteen days there has been 
a fire loss of nearly three-quarters of u. 
million dollars in Indiana. This is at 
the rate of $53,001) daily. 
Every day, 


in Indiana, a big fortune goes up in 
smoke. 


Moat of Them Preventable. 


Just how much of this daily loss 


could be prevented is evidenced by an 
analysis of the causes leading to the 
fires. 


Of the 119 fires during Slay's second 


week, 46 are classed as being of '"un- 
known" origin. This is the most com- 
mon of all "causes" of fires. Covered 
up in this general classification are all 
of the many specific caxiscs of fires, in- 
cluding arson, 
carelssness 
and condi- 


tions which breed fires. It is conserva- 
tive to say that at least one-half of the 
tires listed as "unknown" could have 
been prevented. 


Defective flues caused seventeen fires. 


Defective flues can, under nearly all 
circumstances, be detected by iny,estiga- 
tion, and remedied before the fire oc- 
curs. 
These seventeen fires were pre- 


ventable. 


Sparkc from locomotives and chim- 


neys caused 2'2 fires. Roofs which are 
constantly 
endangered 
by locomotive 


sparks could be made fire proof, and 
such fires prevented. 


Under the head of "carelessness" are 


listed 20 fires, due to defective wiring, 
overheated stoves, burning trash, cigar 
stubbg and matches. Proper care would 
have prevented most of these fires. 


Four cases of supposed arson wSre 


reported and other fires were due to 
explosions, lightningi spontaneous com- 
bustion, etc. 


Analysis of fire losses always shows 


that most fires could have been pre- 
vented by simple precautions and care. 
A very small per centage of fires re- 
sults from causes beyond the control 
of men. 


Means Vaat Saving. 


What may be accomplished in Indi- 


ana under the new fire marshal law is 
well illustrated by the record made in 
Ohio, where a state fire marshal has 
been at work since 1900. 
^ 


During IflOl there were 7,011 firos in 


Ohio, causing a loss of .$11,196,189. 


During 1911 there were 4,030 fires and 


a total loss of $5,718,120. 


Ohio's state fire marshal has lowered 


the annual number of fires by 2,000 and 


hi- has cut the losses in half. And it is 
a noteworthy fact that while the aver- 
age tire loss for 1001 was $1,000, the 
figure had been reduced to about §1,150 
during 1911. 


Indicates Better Conditions, 


This indicates tho elimination of con- 


ditions tending toward fire, and the 
consequent prevention of rapid spread- 
ing of flames. 
Fires arc now extin- 


guished before they do tho damage that 
was common in I"01. 
It should be 


borno in mind, also, that Ohio has in- 
creased materially in population since 
1»00, and that the' reduction in the 
number of tires and in the aggregate 
losses has been accomplished notwith- 
standing. 


Indiana has approximately one-half 


the population of Ohio, and it is fair 
to prcBUinu that Indiana's present lire 
losses arc about one-half those of Ohio 
in 1901. 
Thin would be about $5,500,- 


000. 
It is shown that during 1P11, in 


Ohio, there was 00 cents in ' iriaur- 
ance for every dollar of ralue in burned 
sroperty. 


Taking this as a basis for Indiana, 


$i!,2UO,"M) vanishes in smoke in one year 
in Indiana—with nothing left behind it 
but total loss. 
Th« remaining $3,300,- 


100 would be covered by insurance, birt 
it must bo remembered that tho people 
|iay this great sum with their insurance 
[iremiums. 


TboHi; who do not Buffer fire lo«»e», 


pay the losses of those who do. 


Record for Eleven Years. 


The people 'of Ohio awoke to the re- 


alization of this fact. 
They became 


convinced thnt fires cnn be prevented. 
They co-operated with the state fire 
marshal'* office, and fires were prevent- 
ed ns has been shown. 


If fires had continued in Ohio at tho 


rate shown for 1901. the loss for the 
last eleven years would have been $123,- 
158,071). 


As a matter of record, under the fire, 


marshal law, the actual losses for the 
eleven years totaled $79,914.480. 


The fire mashal law, efficiently ad- 


ministered, has saved the people of Ohio 
in eleven years ,$43.243,593. 
In pro- 


portion to its size, Indiana can do as 
well.

DEAD AT WATERLOO 


Frank W. Willis, Publisher of the Press 


and Widely Known, Called 


by Death. 


Waterloo. Ind., May '2".—Frank W. 


Willis, for nearly forty years editor and 
proprietor of the Waterloo Press, died 
yesterday afternoon at his home in this 
city, 'aged 72 years, following a severe 
illness of six weeks, although for ten 
years in poor health. 
His death was 


due to general debility. He was one of 
the oldest newspaper editors in North- 
ern Indiana and until the time of his 
last illness remained at the desk in his 
office actively at work.

In this office he served for four years 


and then he purchased the Waterloo 
Press, which he ' has conducted 
con- 


tinuously since. 
For some years past 


his son, 11. Clyde Willis, has been as- 
sociated with him in business and Jfor 
.several years, owing to the father's de- 
clining health, has practically conduct- 
ed all the affairs of &fehe office. 


Mr. Willis was one of the active mem- 


bers of the Northern Indiana. Editorial 
association and served it | in an official 
capacity for yearn. In politics he was 
a staunch republican. An able writer, 
his editorial pencil was always strong 
in'advocacy of principles he believed to 
be right. 
This was particularly the 


case on moral questions. 
He was al- 


ways a friend of temperance measures 
and fought for them'in his speech and 
in his writings. He 'was honored nnd 
loved in the community in which he lived 
nnd throughout Northern Indiana, where 
he was widely known.

The Pastors and the Sunday Shows 


The appeal of members of the Fort Wayne Minis- 


terial association to Mayor Cfnoe for the closing of the 
Sunday show houses in this city, docs not by any moans 
raise a new issue. It merely brings to a focus for decision 
& question that has been inevitable since the day when the 
proprietors of the amusement ]daces, realizing that they 
lacked warrant of legal statute for the action, began 
quietly to test the ice nf public opinion by Sunday pro- 
grams thinly glazed with the coating of "sacred concert'' 
to see if it would bear them up. 
Theretofore 
.Sunday 


theatrical performances 
had- been unknown in Fort 


Wayne. The first of the moving picture houses did not at 
once attempt to operate on Sunday. The entering wedge of 
the Sunday show met little or no resistance, and it was per- 
haps at this point the mistake was made by those who be- 
lieve the Sunday show, whether it be theatrical or photo- 
play, is distinctly harmful in that it strikes at the real 
spirit of the American Sabbath. The amusement man- 
agers were .permitted to proceed-unmolested until they 
have come to regard the precedent established and the 
Sunday show a sort of iixed institution so (irmly entrench- 
ed in Fort Wayne as to be able to justify its existence by 
right of accepted custom. 


The position of The Sentinel regarding the Sunday 


show is well known. It is opposed to them because it be- 
lieves they have no warrant for existence in the American 
conception of the Sabbath. For years this newspaper has 
consistently refused to carry their advertising and still 
declines to do so because it does not believe itself war- 
ranted iu permitting the use of its advertising columns to 
further the interests of an institution that in attempting 
to do business on Sunday is without the pale of the law. 
The theater and the moving picture have a distinct field of 
usefulness, both educationally and as a means of inno- 
cent entertainment, relaxation and diversion, 
under 


'proper environment, with programs above criticism in 
: rdiaracter and within reasonable bounds of operation. The 
' Sentinel realizes that there will always be honest differ- 


ence of opinion regarding the Sunday show as there is re- 
garding other problems that confront the people of the 
city as a whole. As we view it, however, the real point 
now at issue is not the question of the hannfulness or the 
harmlessncss of the entertainment offered, but, the perpet- 
uation of the spirit of the American Sabbath, which is 
diametrically opposed to the conception that the public is 
entitled to be "amused" on Sunday. That many of them 
cling to this view of Sabbath propriety is shown by the ex- 
tensive patronage bestowed upon the Sunday shows and 
by the rich harvest reaped by the managers who ply their 
customary avocation on that day contrary to state law, 
but even this does not prove that the religious Sabbath in 
'America should be supplanted by a day given over to secu- 
lar amusement. 


The clergymen, taking the matter in hand at last, 


have put the issue squarely up to the mayor, who has 
promised his answer within a few days. They are clearly 
within their rights as citizens. Mayor Grieo can refuse to 


. act only by deliberately electing to ignore the plain law in 


the case. 


The death of Hon. Frank W. Willis, for something 


near half a century the editor of the Waterloo Press, re- 
moves from the newspaper field in Northern Indiana not 
only one of its oldest but one of its most conscpicuous fig- 
ures. His long career at, the head of his newspaper had 
made him widely known throughout the state. Of posi- 
tive convictions and fearless in expressing them, it was 
not always possible to find oneself in accord with Mr. Wil- 
lis' views on public questions, but he labored unfailingly 
for the betterment of conditions as he saw them, his patri- 
otism was of deep and abiding character, and he possessed 
as he deserved the unfailing respect and esteem of not 
alone his supporters but of his antagonists. Mr. Willis 
as soldier and citizen gave of his best to his day and his 
age, and his passing will be sincerely mourned by a very 
large clientele of warm and devoted friends.

United States need medical attention, 
these being about 75 per cent of the 
total number.

tion at Columbia university nnd the 
various ailments from which the chil- 
dren suffer are classified ns defective, 
tight and hearing, enlarged tonsils, ad- 
enoids, 
defective 
te«th, malnutrition, 


•pionl curvature, flat, foot, etc., the per- 
fimtage, of each class of defectives be- 
ing given. 


Where the professor gc.ts the, statis- 


tics from which ho is nble to draw 
these doflnitn estimates id not explained 
and there is reason to suspect that, to 
a considerable extent they must he "es- 
timates" based on incomplete figures. 
^»t ill trraU there ii no occasion /or 


excitement 
concerning them. 
In th.o 


first place, it is to he considered that 
doctors nre, in n way, alarmists. That 
is, just as certain physicians and oth- 
ers much associated with the insane are 
ready to declare that few persons nre 
entirely normal mentally, so medical 
men dealing entirely with bodily condi- 
tions can usually find some physical de- 
fect in nny Individual, young or old 
absolutely perfect 
health 
and perfect 


organs being rare. 


But, 
while it is desirable that bodBy 


defects should bo remedies as far ns 
possible nnd the ehild started on his 
way through life in good fighting con- 
dition, the fact remains that the situ- 
ation is not as bad an the figures would 
make it appear. Peopfc go through life 
with sight or hearing slightly out of 
the normal nnd do not feel themselves 
scrioinly handicapped. 
Many of the 


minor ailments of childhood" that sre 
marked as "defects" nre, often but tem- 
porary. 


The meeting of the Association of 


Hygiene will, of course, call attention , 


ain-w to the importance of dealing v.ith 
and modifying or eliminating the de- 
fects us early in the child's lite as pos- 
sible, and to the nend of close medical 
supervision of the growing diilil; hut 
it need not be assumed that 1~> per cent 
of the school children of tin- country 
are in danger, by reabon of their devia- 
tions from the normal, of being handi- 
capped scriotihly in their course through 
life. 
The great proportion of Hit- de- 


fects are undoubtedly of a. minor char- 
acter.

Secretary of Commerce is 


the Man Who Knows 


Most About It. 


BILL NOT A CURE-ALL 


(Editor's Note—William C. Redfield 


was made n cabinet member, as secre- 
tary of the department of commerce, 
by -President Wilson because he is one 
of the nation's experts on the tariff. 
This article by Secretary Rcdlield, ex- 
plaining for the readers "W Tho Senti- 
nel the tariff 
bill 
which hns been 


passed by the house of representatives 
and is now being fought out in the 
United States senate, IB, therefor*, » 
remarkable »nd timely document.)

The plain people, the average man— 


will be benefited by the Underwood tar- 
iff bill by tho removal of taxation from 
the ordinary articles of food and use. 


T. have always felt that the repub- 


lican party took too serious a view of 
the Canadian hen. I have no doubt she 
is a very efficient bird, but I have never 
been willing to admit so great ft supe- 
riority for the Canadian hen ever the 
American hen as to require that the 
product of the former be taxed to pro- 
tect the latter. 


I have never seen any table* to show 


Hint the Canadian hen laid so many 
more eggs a day as to make the Amer- 
ican hen afraid of her. 


Vet for some unexplained reason, we 


have carried a duty on ejfgs for many 
rears, as though there was something 
portentous about the egg-laying abil-

itieg of the hen across tho border. Now 
that the duty is cut from 6 to 2 cents, 
and although that does not mean a 
great earthquake of prosperity all at 
once, it removes a tax from a very 
cotillion article of food. 


That does not mean that our markets 


will bo Hooded with Canadian eggs, for 
the simple reason that the eggs are 
not there to do the flooding. It will 
not affect the farmer at all, but it mny 
affect favorably the retail price of eggs 
in tSI great centers of population. And 
so with other food products made free 
or reduced. 


On tho other hand, the farmer is par- 


ticularly benefited by the putting on 
the free list of many articles of manu- 
facture which he has to use. 
These 


articles are selling In large quantities 
abroad, so there is no longer any ex- 
cuse for taxing the American consumer 


to proteot the 
concerns 
that make 


them. 


So far as the removal of the tax can 


directly reduce the price, the fanner 
should" be benefited thereby. 
In fact, 


the feature of the bill—if one may dis- 
tinguish one feature from another—is 
the large addition to the free list of ar- 
ticles of common consumption by all 
people. 


A few of the more prominent, are 


agricultural implements, bagging, bind- 
ing twine, 
typewriters, 
sewing ma- 


chines, machines for construction and 
maintenance of roads, coal, fertilizer, 
hoop and band iron, nails, spikes and 
staples, horse and ox shoes, oils, rails, 
barbed wire, wire, fencing, and in gen- 
eral the articles of comnKmest use. 


So far, therefore, us tho removal of 


unnecessary tariff taxes can affect the 
retail prices of ordinary commodities, 
the bill is a step in the direction of re- 
ducing the cost of living. 


I say a step, because there are a 


great many factors in the cost of liv- 
ing which the tariff bill does not touch 
and IB not intended to touch. 


For example, one of the greatest ele- 


ments in the cost of living, and one 
which bears most heavy on tho pro- 
ducers, is the cost of distribution. 
A 


barrel of potatoes may coat the con- 
sumer several times what the farmer 
gets for it merely because of the cost 
of distribution, which is often much 
more serious than the tariff rate. 
It 


is said to cost » quarter of a cent to 
transport a pound of cof— from Rio 
Janiero to New York, while it costs 2 
cents to tnkc it from the retail grocer 
to tho house nearby. 


The tariff bill cannot touch, and is 


not expected to touch, this particular 
excessive clement of cost. 


Furthermore, everybody knows that 


in railroad transportation the waste at 
terminals is several times greater than 
the cost of hauling th« freight. 
We 


still continue to handle our package 
freight box by box in the old-fashioned 
w»y, one at n time, so that out of 
every dollar we pay for freight, more 
than half is because of medieval hand- 
ling methods and not for transportation 
itself. 


Tn the. same way. perhaps the most 
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serious single element of tax on the 
community is that made iij bud roads. 
Jt trequently costs u iuruicr a. dollar 
n ton-mile lo get his guoils ironi the 
farm to th« railroad station beciiusu 
the ruads arc bad, but from the sta- 
tion to the city where, they are sold it 
costs but % ot a cent u ton-mile. 


I mention these things to show that 


the tariff bill is no euro nil. it is a 
step toward removing obstacles which 
prevent thu freer exchange of products 
of thu farm, thu mill and the mine, but 
no intelligent man t.\pecls it to be more 
than a step. 


What, then, is the principal benefit 


arising from tho tarill 
bill'; 
To my 


thinking it is a moral and a mental 
benclit. It will prevent, because it pro- 
motes competition, the taking of our 
peoplo into the power of great combi- 
nations, or of limit business enterprises, 
whether or not they are cmubinatious. 
It opens tho door sufliciently wide to 
give u man :i chanco to buy of some- 
body at a fair price, and it prohibits 
American industries charging an unfair 
price. It does away with the existence 
of a favored class of producerh who 
liavo special privileges at the hands of 
the state which the rest of us do not 
have. 


We would look with amusement—or 


vrath, according to our state of mind' 
—on legislation lo provide incomes for 
lectors or fees for lawyers! 
Wo have 


never got to the point where we thought 
t a proper" subject of legislation to 
irovido work for plumbers or carpcn- 
ers, but them has been u. group among 
IB for whom it hns been thought proper 
that the 
government ^should provide 


jrolHs; we have had an arrangement 
vhcrchy certain manufacturers should 


tnken core of so that they could dn 


msincss advantageously to themselves. 


This was on tho theory that they 


would divide with their workingmen, 
ut the workingmen tell another story 
about that division. 
Everybody who 


.hinks. knows that the talk of the tar- 
ff making wages high is a joke. 
Per- 


haps it is more just to say it is a trag- 
edy. 


Tho fact is that the jtrwit worsted 


ndustry, for example, with its enor- 
mous protection, running up, in cases, 
to more than 100 per cent, has been 
laying very low wages (while other in- 
lu'atries, with far less protection, have 
>ecn paying higher wages). 


I have, seen tlio products of American 


factories—shops where, wages wire gnod 
and tariff duties comparatively 
low-- 


sold all over the world, but the history 
of tho wool and worsted industry lias 
jeen to cry for more and morn duty 
and ever to keep the wages and the 
workers down. 
. . . 
Kvcry sensible man can see this sim- 


ple thing, namely, that when wo are 
idling many 
forms of 
manufactured 


goods abroad at the rate of $5,000,000 
>very working flay (ns wo are) it is 
a little, bit hard to argue that we 
need protection against the people with 
whom we are thus competing on their 
own ground. It strikes mo as a gnod 
deal of a sham for anyone to claim that 
when we are meeting competition in 
other lands we can't take care of our- 
selves at home. 


When we. can sell steel abroad nt 


the rate of $1,000,000 a day. as we are 
doing, why do we need a duty on the 
products of the steed mill? 
When the 


Argentine farmer buys American wire 
cheaper or better than he ean get it 
from England or Germany, why should 
the American 
farmer 
pay a higher 


price, because of n duty to protect the 
American maker of that wire? 


The core of the whole thing comes to 


this: 
We want to get hack our indus- 


trial 
'self-respect. 
We 
have 
been 


trained in a school of industrial cow- 
ardice. 
We have been educated to n 


belief—many of us—in our own inabil- 
ity to do things as they ought to be 
done; that tor some reason we are 
weaker than the rest of the world and 
have to have a wall built around us, 
to shut us in. and the effect has been 
'.(•handling morally. 
We have almost 


come to believe that the government 
existed in large part to see that we did 
ivell in business.

torpedo 
station 
under its own 


steam.

Vesuvius, which is a dynamite 


cruiser and was famous a? one of the 
first vessels of the "new navy," was he- 
ing used'for torpedo instruction in Xar- 
ragansett hay. 
As a practice \Vhite- 


-liead torpedo left its side the mechanism 
went awry in some manner not yet de- 
termined. ' The torpedo turned like a 
boomerang and crashed into the Vesu- 
vius astern below the water line, gash- 
ing » two-inch hole. 


Hammocks, 'blankets, and oth>r ma- 


terial were used in trying to patch up 
the 
hole, hut the Vesuvius began to 


settle astern and a call for help Was 
Bent out by wireless. 


Smith ordered 
full speed ahead to- 


ward'the nearest land, Hope Island, two 
Jniles away. All pumps were kept work- 
ing until the Vesuvius ran its nose on 
the beach of the island. 


Tile crew massed in the bow, out of 


reach of the water, while the wireless 
operator notified the torpedo 
station. 


Soon the fleet from the torpedo station 
ranged alongside the Vesuvius.

The real feature of the bill is the pro- 
vision for the sale of electricity to citi- 
zens by municipalities at actual cost. 
The operation of tho system it placed 
in the hands of thp state conservation 
commission, and the bill creates hydro- 
electric districts, similar to the Cana- 
dian plan. 


The bill Is now in the hands of the 


governor, who is without any adequate 
excuse, to veto It. If it becomes a law 
it will serve as a good warning to 
the water power interests which are 
lighting the conservationists at the cap- 
itol. 
If state ownership, control and 


operation proves to be a. success us it 
has in Canada, privato interests seek- 
ing to monopolize water powers still 
in the hands of the federal government 
will havo very little ground left to 
stand upon. 
Municipal, state and fed- 


eral ownership and operation at cost 
will begin to look much more attractive 
than private monopolized ownership for 
profit-making only.

Such questions as "Why Is a 


white hope?" and "How long is a vice 
probe?" need not be sent in. 
However, 


you may ask why the clouds put on 
their gaudiest tints in the evening and 
why the rainbow isn't straight. You 
may even ask why a baseball pitcher 
has "off ciays," and where the water 
comes from that runs down the outside 
of a cold water pipe. 


Where to Send Questions. 


Now, the first question that comes is 


"Who is going to answer these ques- 
tions?" Just who is going to answer

Woodhull is chairman of the recently 
appointed mnimittco on general science 
of tho National Education association.

Committee Sceki Information, 


In the circular sent out it was set 


forth that the committee on general 
science or the National Education asso- 
ciation is 
seeking listt of 
questions 


which young persons in starch of infor- 
mation in the field of science a»k of 
parents and teachers. 


Here ar« some of the questions -which 


are given as examples: 
What is the 


sun? How does it keep hot? Why does 
it •omettrnss turn red? What gives to 
the clouds so 
many different colors? 


Are we liable to be killed by meteors? 


It his been suggested that teachers, 


parents and grown up persons in gen- 
eral send to the committee lists of facts 
in science which they by years of ex- 
perience have found worth knowing. 


"Suggestions for organizing common 


sense and developing gumption," says 
the cireu'ar, "are in order. 
Lists of 


problems are desired in the field of nat- 
ural science which require diagnosis at 
the hands of the ordinary person. What 
about 'non-skidding tires' and 'vacuum 
washers?' "
